works bonds. 


While people have differed as. to iha 


expediency of the private sale, and aa 
to its legality, sentiment became crys- 
tallized in favor of the city officials* 
action when the testimony at the1 re- 
cent hearing developed the fact that 
the water company was behind the in- 
junction, and that the action was tak- 
en solely for the purpose of causing dw» 
lay and forcing the city into anothef! 
contract with the water company, of 
forcing the sale of the old plant upon 
the city. 


The city officials have won tnelC 


first battle, but the water company had 
already appealed to the Circuit court 
and the case may go to the Supreme 
court of Ohio.

As to the third and fourth grounds 


of the motion—that is, the city is pre- 
vented from paying the interest and 
from using the money in the treasury, 
the proceeds of the sale, tor the pur- 
pose authorized by the ordinances- 
while most important to the city and 
to the citizens, yet they can have but 
little, if any, force if the sale should 
be found to be illegal. 


•Vvle will take up the questions rais- 


ed in the order in which they have 
been stated. 


First, then, as to the legality of the 


sale: 


There certainly can be no question 


but what the bonds were sold at pri- 
vate sale and the proceeds of the sale 
are in the treasury of the city, amount- 
ing to $316,525, made up as follows: 
Pace of bonds, $300,000: accrued inter- 
est, $6,076; and premium $10.150. This 
is satisfactorily established from the 
testimony. 


So we pass at once to the question: 


Was the sale made in substantial con- 
formity to the laws governing in the 
sale of such bonds? 


Section 97 of the Code provides that 


such bonds shall first be offered by the 
municipal corporation to the trustees 
of the sinking fund, in their official 
capacity, at par and accrued interest. 
and only after their refusal to take all 
or any of such bonds, at par and in- 
terest, bona fide, shall they be adver- 
tised for sale.

It is claimed by counsel for plain- 


tiff that the withdrawal of bids wouiO 
be a rescission of all that had gine be- 
fore, and that the bonds could not 
thereafter be sold at private sale with 
out authority of council to sell at pn 
vate sale; that the Mayor and Finance 
Committee were without authority tc | 
act after withdrawal of bids, and that 
they must make their report to tht

ed that this ordinance was exclusive 
and gave authority to sell only at pub- 
lic sale. 


1 do not so construe this ordinance 


and the statues as to find that aulhor- 
ity was given by the council to sell ex- 
cept at public sale. The statute pro- 
vides that if offered at public sale, 
and unsoil, that they im-y be sold at 
private sale; and it seems to me that 
power to sell given by the council, if 
unrestricted, would carrry with it the 
power to sell in any manner prescrib- 
ed by the statute, providing the coun- 
cil had the right to delegate the power 
to sell, and there is no doubt in the 
mind of the court on that proposition. 


As to the point made by plaintiff's 


council, that a withdrawal of b.i^s 
worked a rescission of all that had 
preceded, I entertain a different view 
from counsel on that point. 


The evidence shows that seven bids 


were filed, and after the service of the 
injunction they were withdrawn; that 
at least one of them containel a cer- 
tified check for $30,000.

great haste. Well, everything in the 
matter at this time moved rapidly, ex- 
cepting the serving of the first injunc- 
tion; that was delayed longer than was 
for the welfare of the city and the 
taxpayer, so that the court could not 
have an opportunity to 'pass upon it 
before the day of- sale- If the parties 
entrusted with the sale had the legal 
right to sell at private sale, they were 
under no obligation to await the pleas- 
ure of any other person or. persons. I 
myself think there was more haste 
than was demanded, or than was con- 
sistent with good judgment, but I have 
no right to say when a thing shall be 
done which the parties 
have the 


RIGHT to do in the present. Unless 
that haste resulted in damage to the 
city or was precipitated from a corrupt 
motive, no one has a right to complain. 


Inadequacy of price, paid for 
the 


bonds might be a badge of fraud or of 
lack of business capacity. It. is claim 
ed that the price paid was greatly in- 
adequate. Mr. Gamuender- says the 
the sale was a reasonable one. Mr. 
Kennedy fixes the premium on such 
bonds at that time at 3:40 per $100. 
This would be $10,200. "The amount 
paid was. $10,150, which would be just 
3:38 1-3 on the $100. I know that cer- 
tain affidavits of agents for bond- 
houses are presented, which state that 
they were worth much more; but this 
is easy to believe by an 
interested 


party. One of these affidavits, I be- 
lieve, says his firm had a bid in for 
said bonds, but he is not able to say 
what the bid was. I doubt whether 
these bonds would not have brought a 
better price if this sale had not been 
made with such baste. There was, in

Now, as to the charge of conspiracy 


and bad faith of the defendants: 


This is charged, and both parties 


have gone into it. Reference is made 
in the pleadings and the evidence as 
to the entry which found its way upon 
the journal of the court, purporting to 
be the judgment of the court sustain- 
ing a demurrer to the petition, when 
the matter had never been called lo 
'be attention of the court, and the 
court had had no opportunity to pass 
'ipon the demurrer. 


The court referred to this matter in 


its opinion in that case as an act most 
reprehensible in its character- 


No emergency, real or apnarent can 


justify such condvct on the part of 
counsel. The haste with which the 
=ale of the bonds was consummated, 
the manner of its consummation, and 
the price at which sold, are referred 
•o as suspicious circumstances: and 
the court is free to say that it does not 
understand why. in order to avoid any 
fontroversy. or ground of 
suspicion,

more deliberation used in effecting tbe 
private sale, 


And as to corrupt motive it is not 


necppfyu-y to find and 1 do not find that 
there was Mich motive but do not hes- 
itate to announce that, each represent-

..Paris, April 1.—The senate was vis- 
ited by members of the diplomatic 
corps in anticipation .of a debate on 
tti'e Morocco question. In answer to 
an interpellation on the subject, For- 
eign Minister Delcasse said briefly 
that the policy of France in Morocco 
had oot changed as a result of the 
Anglo-French agreement of April 8, 
1904. 
That agreement, he added, was 


in the interests of the other powers as 
well as in the interests of France and 
Great Britain. 
M. Delcasse was sur- 


prised, at the German press recrimina- 
tions, on the subject of French policy 
in-Morocco, which was in complete 
harmony with the general interests of 
Europe as regards economic and com- 
mercial privileges. 
.'"France's'Moroccan policy," M. Del- 
casse said, "continues on the same 


Nconditions as it was begun. The sul- 


tan's weakness and the anarchy result- 
Ing therefrom were prejudicial to 
everybody, and especially to France in 
Algeria. We had to seek a .remedy for 
the intolerable situation without allow- 
ing our action to awaken the suspi- 
cions of other nations. Thence arose 
aSgotiat&BS- Testrttirite" in agreements 
pj-bclainiing that France possesses a 
special standing in Morocco. The 
Anglo-French treaty realizes that it is 
France's task to assist in opening Mo- 
rocco to civilization, and also that 
from the economic point of view all 
nations have an equal footing- there. 
K France sought a pretext .for, in- 
tervention, one existed in the dis- 
turbed state of the Algerian "frontier. 
However, from friendship for,Morocco 
and a clear conception of her own in- 
t^rest. France merely pointed out the 
necessity for establishing order. That 
position we still hold. The resistance 
of" parties'interested in maintaining 
the present anarchical condition of 
affairs leaves no" room for IJlusion, but 
that will not modify our policy. Mo- 
rocco is aware both of our goodwill and 
<jur strength, and also that we do not 
seek to expand the Moroccan policy. 
It'therefore appears that France will 
succeed in assuring its future in the

"As a railroad manager, familiar 


vith nearly all th& managers and ex- 
ecutives of the country, I say, without 
ear of contradiction, that the aim and 
desire of them all is to encourage and 
,id in the establishment of industrial 
plants and business concerns, large 
and small, on their lines of railways." 


This statement was made by Joseph 


Ramsey, Jr., president of the Wabash 
•ailroad,' in a paper read before the 
Commercial club of St. Louis. Contin- 
ling he said: 
Their roads' mtereets are better serv- 
!d by numerous independen t plants 
han by a large branch plant of some 
rust, which can be closed down and 
all traffic-stopped, when the trust feels 
.hat its own interests are best served 
jy so doing. A' railroad is at the mer- 
cy ot such a concern wh^n the bulk of 
ts traffic comes trom it. A railroad is 
directly concerned in_the building up 
ot its owa territory and communities 
and must, when rates are reduced by 
some line to help out another section, 
meet such rates or not only lose traffic 
emporarily, but see its own territory 
and patrons suffer loss in business, 
which may never be regained. That a 
•ailroad is willing to meet such compe- 
tition, even, at a loss to it, we need 
only-to witness the present extremely 
ow rates to the 
Gulf and Atlantic 


ports, under which gram is being hanl- 
sd east ot Chicago, at as low rate as 
sight-tenths of one mill per ton mile, 
.solely -to protect eastern ports against 
the competition of Gulf ports and lines 
interested in those ports. 


"The conditions of the trade and 


commerce ot the country, the almost 
absurdly low rate per ton. mile at 
which the traffic of the country is car- 
ried, the prosperous condition of 
at 


least 99 per cent of the business men 
of this country, the great growth of our 
foreign trade, etc., must indicate to 
any one not blinded oy the 'strenaous' 
pursuit of a hobby, that the railroads 
have not been and are not now engag- 
ed in 'throttling and destroying 
the 


trade and commerce of the country, 
and forcing the small-maunEacturer 
out of business,' as has been asserted." 


The statistics quoted Tsy Mr. Ram- 


sey leads to the query, would this 
fostering of agricultural and industrial 
communities and interests be contin- 
ued if the virtual management ot rail 
roads and control of rate making were 
put into the hands of a governmental 
commission, as is proposed

buying briber. 


In view of this assimilation of ex- 


tremes, mused the scribe, what an in- 
finite power tor harmonizing would be 
required by a mind great enough to

Burglars, bank defaulters, missionar 
ies, ministers and merchants, men and 
women of all trades, walks and mo- 
tives in life must each have left his 
particular grip, the peculiar lines of 
his palm upon it and have borne it 
into the peculiar moral and physical 
influence each of his own individual 
existence. When 1 received the dol- 
lar, and the lips of the scribe twitched 
in a smile at the thought, the number 
of other dollars present 
in my pay, 


would have given it a clue as to the 
extent of effort required for me to get 
it- The bri*f length of time it remain- 
ed with me would show it my improvi- 
dence in being,compelled to part with 
it so soon.

statement that, since the passage of 
the interstate commission act, the 
Standard had received favors from the 
railroads, in the form of rebates and 
otherwise.

There are many safe lights for the 


bed-room, and .gas is so unsafe that its 
use lor that purpose can only be attrib- 
uted to ignorance of the danger it in- 
volves at all seasons, but especially m 
winter. 


The number of fatalities from tlT* 


leakage of illuminating gas is not only 
large but increasing. An investigating 
committee in Boston found that a mod- 
erate increase

pressure

leakage in 89 per cent of all homos ex- 
amined. One part of gas with six of 
air makes an explosive compound. 


Xecessary to the appreciation of the 


different degrees of danger, from hav- 
ing one of the several kinds of gas in 
a dwelling, is a knowledge of the con- 
stituents of each. When coal is roast- 
ed in a retort, coke, tar .ammonia li- 
quor, and iluminating gases are pro- 
duced. These ga-sses are passeJ from 
tbe retort through an iron pipe to the 
bolton. of a large horizontal pipe half 


dissolves out the ammonia and othefl 
soluable gases; then through the puri- 
fiers in winch lime and hydrated oxide 
ol iron absorb most of the carbon diox- 
ide and sulphur compounds; then into; 
the large gas holder. 


This product ready to be passed into 


the mains is, speaking broadly, hydro- 
gen one-halt, natural gas one-third, 
with f; to 11 per cent carbon monoxide, 
which slays its thousands each year, 
and '.j to ] 1 per cent of heavy hydro- 
caibons (olefiauts). The first three in, 
burning produce heat but practically, 
no light 
without the 
hydrocarbons 


which contain ethylene. The fine par- 
ticles separated from the ethylene by; 
becoming white hot give off light, and 
not being entirely consumed, unless 
the gas is mixed with fifteen times its 
volume ol aii, part of them float away; 
as pure carbon—(soot.) 


Within a lew years the practice oC 


mixing water ga^ with coal gas or us- 
ing it -cparately in the interest of 
eeonomj lias become general. This at 
least quadruples its dangers as shown 
by chemical analysis and by tbe alarm- 
ing increase in the number of gas as- 
phyuations. 


Water gas is made by forcing steam 


througn charcoal which is ,at a whita 
heat. 
The atoms of oxygen in tha 


water, winch is in the form of steam, 
unite with atoms of carbon from tha 
charcoal to form carbon monoxide, lib- 
erating the atoms of hydrogen, Wihen 
piped into homes it is 44 per cent car- 
Ixm monoxide. So, 2 per cent of water 
;as in the air breathed will kill an 
-ttltilt, because five-sixth of 1 per cent 
ot carbon monoxide destroys all ani- 
mal

The best thing for this country 
would be for «very man and woman to 
get a chance to come to Washington 
and rub up against people from other 
ranges.

far east :i!oue is hero ouMiued by Cap- 
tain William G. ll.ian of the general 
staff, 
United States 
army, having 


charge of the mapping of the Manchu- 
rion campaign at the war college in 
Washington, says the New York Times: 


Oyama, the commander in chief of 


the Japanese armies in tho field, start- 
ed from Tokj o for his new and im- 
portant field on July C, 100 i, and in 
the eight mouths following that date, 
half of which had to be passed in 
dreadful winter quarters, he has ap- 
parently achieved supremacy over a 
magnificent army approximately eq'jal 
in numbers to his own and command- 
ed by a man whose genius even in con- 
tinuous reverses has compelled the ad- 
miration of the whole world. 


When Oyama, with Chief of Staff 


KoJaraa, arrived in Manchuria he 
found that the Russian Port Arthur 
force had been cut off and by the 
Fourth Japanese army, under IS ogi, was 
being gradually forced into the great 
fortress of which the brave Russian 
commander declared: "My life is giv- 
en to Russia. Whatever happens I do 
not surrender. Port Arthur shall be 
my tomb." He was besieged by an 
army of as brave, patriotic and deter- 
mined soldiers as ever fought for any 
cause. Their chief, Marquis Oyama, a 
hundred miles away, called upon them 
gently, but firmly, that the fall of the 
fortress was necessary for the success 
of the righteous cause of their emper- 
or, and, like the turning of mighty ma- 
chinery by the pressure of an electric 
button, the coils were drawn closer 
and tighter. 


Thousands of lives had to be sacri- 


ficed, but to the indomitable will of 
the great directing center in this re- 
markable campaign it formed but a 
link in the chain being forged by the 
other three armies simultaneously and 
harmoniously, seeking ways and means 
eventually to complete a magic circle 
within whose circumference should be 
inclosed and neutralized the Russian 
power that has been threatening the 
very independence of the' empire of the 
Rising Sun. 


Having satisfactorily accounted for 


the Russian forces in Port Arthur by 
the assignment of the Fourth army to 
that task. Oyama undertook to arrange 
his remaining available forces in the 
.best possible positions for striking a 
decisive blow at the enemy on his 
northern front. The First army, under 
Ivuroki, the victor of the first battle, 
was on the right, based on Fengwang- 
cheng The Fourth, under Noflzn, was 
iu the center, based on Siuycn, and the 
Second, under Oku, the victor of Xan- 
shan and Yafangow, was moving north 
on the railroad south of Xewehwang. 
The Russian army, based on Liaoyaiig. 
under General Kuropatkin, extended 
south on the railroad r>.s far as Xew- 
chwang and Kaiplng and held all the 
mountain passes east of the railroad in 
the renshui mountains, thus protecting 
his base ami line of communication. 


Kuropatkin's available active forces 


at this time, exclusive of the garrisons 
at Vladivostok and Port Arthur and 
the necessary railway guards, were ap- 
proximately equal iu numbers to the 
First. Second and Fourth armies under 
Oyama. Kuropatkin's force, however. 
appL-.irs to have been still imperfectly 
organized and not suitable for taking 
the offensive in a campaign against 
well organized and thoroughly disci- 
plined troops such as the Japanese. It 
appears also that the Russian com- 
mander was considerably interfered 
with in his plan of action by Admiral 
Alexeieff. "who was viceroy at that time. 


While the campaign was going on 


against Port Arthur by the Fourth 
army the Japanese .commander in chief 
determined to attack with all his pow- 
er the Russian forces on his front and 
save the signal for the movement of 
liU groat armies. 
Ivuroki and Xodzu 


moved against the mountain parses, 
while Oku continued bis advance north 
on the railroad. All roads and other 
lines of communication trdm the .Tap- 
aiiepp line, a limi'lrod niilo" long, con- 
verged toward I.inoyansr. the liase of 
the Uir^ian army. The movement of 
the -7nim::f«c armic< w.i< uaturally

soldier, already well established In his 
tory—the national trait that knows s 
well how to sacrifice and the exercis 
of which sent home in sorrow imd dis 
grace from the plains of Moscow th< 
greatest commander who ever lived. 


Oyama's columns were now. Aug. 1 


about twenty miles from Liiioyang, to 
the south, southeast and east. During 
the nest three weeks he mo\ed for 
ward his reserve ammunition and sup 
plies, brought up at the same time al 
possible re-enforcements, reconnoiterec 
the Russian position and made his 
plans for battle. This battle, known as 
the battle of Liaoyang, was begun on 
Aug. 
20 and lasted practically for ten 


days. It must be recorded as one of the 
world's great battles, though the re 
suite achieved did not mark a turning 
point in history. Tbe details liave been 
given at some variance in the dispatch- 
es. The turning point in the battle was 
the bold flanking movement, two di- 
visions of Kuroki's army taking in 
flank the Russian forces north of the 
Taitse river and threatening the lines 
of communication of the Russian ar- 
my. 


The masterly retreot made by the 


Russian commander, saving all his ar- 
tillery and carrying off all his wounded 
and practically all his supplies, con 
vlnced the Japanese commander in 
chief that his armies were not suffi- 
ciently large to strike a finishing blow 
at his antagonist, and it was at thi: 
time that he demanded energetic ac- 
tion at Port Arthur in the hope of in- 
creasing his forces by adding to them 
the Fourth army after the fall of Port 
Arthur. It was at this time also that 
he conveyed to the emperor the infor- 
mation that the army must be in- 
creased if the fee was to be speedily 
overcome. The loyal and brave troops 
at Port Arthur responded with the en- 
ergy that can only come from brave 
men, 
and the Japanese government re- 


sponded no less energetically and au- 
thorized an increase in the army of 
about a quarter of a million men. 


After the battle of Liaoyang the Rus- 


sians retreated to the Hun river, south 
of Mukden, keeping in contact with 
and energetically resisting the advance 
of the pursuing Japanese. If Oyama's 
object vras the destruction of the Rus- 
sian army he utterly failed; if their 
dislodgment from a gDod base was his 
object he succeeded. 


Liaoyang battle, however, was not a 


decisive one. The Russian army re- 
tained its morale, as was shown when 
less than a month later it took the of- 
fensive and with all its might attack- 
ed the Japanese lines in a most deter- 
mined manner. The Japanese proved, 
however, too strong to be driven back 
and in turn assumed the offensive, driT- 
ing the Russian army back across the 
Sha river, but they were unable to 
gain further ground. 
Oyama deter- 


mined to intrench, establish his win- 
ter quarters, re-enforce his army ^aad 
provision it for an early spring cam- 
paign. 


Mukden is about the latitude of Chi- 


cago, a little more elevated, hence a 
trifle colder and having probably a lit- 
tle less snow, so that by the middle of 
March the ice begins to disappear from 
the rivers. The Hun river is not forda- 
ble in the vicinity of Mukden, and at 
the present time the ground is still sol- 
idly frozen, making transportation fa- 
cilities good. 


These considerations doubtless influ- 


enced the Japanese commander to take 
the offensive when the cold was still 
severe, when hif3 movements were still 
unlocked for by the enemy, and when 
a defeat would be all the more de- 
structive to his antagonist. 


Combined strategical and tactical 


considerations determined the time for 
the attack. Oyama's belief in his su- 
periority in numbers and eflicieacy 
justified him in making his great and 
hazardous turning movements iu the 
hope of shattering the legions of his 
foe and reducing the morale of the 
Russian army to such an extent that 
its resisting power might not be' equal 
to the future attacks of the Japanese 
forces available for offensive opera- 
tions. 


The methodical and at times brilliant 


work of the armies commanded by 
Marquis Ojama, together with the 
work he previously accomplished in 
the Chinese-Japanese war and as chief 
of the Japanese general staff, places 
him well up among the great com- 
insinders of modern times. As a strat- 
egist lie has shown probably greater 
aptitude tban any other Japanese com- 
mander. 
A"5 a tactician he has done 


excellent work and is still improving. 
!!•? has the great accomplishment of 
having perfected the plans of this war 
in tiir.c of peace, and if bis future ca- 
rc-or keeps pace with his past be is 
proi»er]y entitled t"» a place alongside 
that great and loyal commander whoso 
modest but forcrfiil character and

French Aeronaut's 
Successful 


Trip From London to Paris.

Steadying; Guide Hope. 


MM. Jacques Faure and Hubert La- 


tham, who recently lowered ail balloon- 
ing records by their trip across the chan- 
nel from London to 1'aris in a little 
over six hours, owe their journey not 
only to their u\vu cleverness, pluck anO 
persistence, but to the curious opposi- 
tion they met with from authorities 
both in Franco and England, says a 
Paris correspondent of the Xew York 
Times. This opposition prevented them 
from putting their original plan, which 
was a much less audacious one, into 
execution. 


In the first place, when they arrived 


at the Gare du Nord, in Paris, the mil- 
way officials refused to register their 
balloon on the ground that it was too 
bulky. 
They took with them a par- 


ticular type of car provided with a 
petroleum motor, to try which was 
the original object of their expedition. 
But this the custom house authorities 
refused to allow them to ship to 
Dover on the ground that they would 
bring it back into France through the 
air and thus escape paying the duty 
on it as manufactured machinery. For- 
tunately M. Faure had brought an or- 
dinary car with him, unprovided with 
a motor, and with this he was allowed 
to proceed. 


The mayor of Dover had promised, 


a little rashly as it turned out, to pro- 
vide the 1,000 meters of gas needed to 
fill the balloon, but his introduction to 
the manager of the local gas works 
was or no value, for this gentleman 
had an inherited or religious objection 
to balloons and refused to allow the 
balloon to be charged at his works. 
The two French aeronauts then 'de- 
cided to push on to London and spent 
the following day in laborious nego- 
tiations with the management of the 
Crystal palace, which finally gave its 
consent to the balloon ascent being 
made from the palace grounds. 
" The balloon reached the sea in an 
hour and twenty-five minutes, and then 
M. Faure determined to make a first 
trial of the Ilerve "stabilisateur,"' 
which is a special application of the 
guide rope principle. Ue declares that 
this contrivance surpassed all his ex- 
pectations and that the moment it 
torched the -waves it righted' the bal- 
loon in the most extraordinary way. 
The wind was so strong that they made 
at least 100 kilometers an hour, trip- 
ping along the surface of the sea in 
the most delightful fashion under a 
lovely moon and in absolute solitude 
save for the two mail steamers going 
in opposite directions, whose path they 
crossed and whose crews cheered them. 


In two hours' time from leaving the 


English coast they passed over Dieppe, 
and three hours later a band of white 
light on the horizon made them think 
for a moment that dawn had come. 
But this was impossible at 1 iu the 
morning, and then, to their intense de- 
light and amazement, they discovered 
that they were approaching Paris. 


For fear of blowing up their balloon 


against a street lamp they decided to 
descend at a little distance outside of 
Paris, at St. Denis, and this they did 
with complete success, and while M. 
Faure finished the night in a hospita- 
ble limekiln hard by his companion, M. 
Latham, slept soundly till morning in 
the balloon car. When dawn came they 
folded up their airship, dispatched it on 
a dray to Paris, jumped into a passing 
tram, which took them to the fortifica- 
tions, and thence drove in a cab to the 
Aero club.

The death of (ienenil Lew Wallace 


rccallH the clrcunwt:inc<>H of his first 
vl«lt to the establishment of Harper 
Bros. In New York with the manu- 
script of "Hun-Hur" under IJIH arm. He 
wns personally unknown to the Har- 
pers at that time, and after introducing 
himself he explained to Mr. J. Henry 
Harper that he had written a book 
which dealt with the life of Christ. Mr. 
Harper asked him if ChriHt actually 
appeared in the story, and General 
Wallace replied that he did. Mr. Har- 
per then remarked that this subject 
was a delicate one to treat in a novel, 
and General Wallace answered that if 
there were anything in tbe story which 
could offend a fellow Christian he 
would rather cut off his right baud 
than publish it. 


He then explained to Mr. Harper 


that the book had resulted from a spir 
ited contiwersj he had held with Rob- 
ert G. Ingersoll on the subject of reli- 
gion, in which Ingersoll had defeated 
him in argument. General Wallace 
went away from the discussion with a 
troubled mind. For some time he con- 
templated writing a theological work 
which would strengthen religious faith 
at the point of Ingersoll's brilliant at- 
tack. But he decided that theologians 
could do that work much better than 
he, and besides his desire was to reach 
and help the masses. He lay awake by 
night pondering the question which had 
taken pos«e<«ion of his mind and event- 
ually decided to write a religious novel 
in which he could embody his under- 
standing of religious truth. "Beu-IIur" 
was the result. When General Wallace 
had told these interesting facts to Mr. 
Harper he left the manuscript, express- 
ing the hope that his own estimate of 
the work would be indorsed by the 
house. 


The manuscript was read in the usu- 


al Wily by the readers of the firm and 
was promptly accepted. General Wal- 
lace told Mr. Harper later on that he 
had written the book in all sorts of out 
of the way places—on boats, railroads, 
in carriages, wherever he bad an op- 
portunity—afterward 
correcting and 


revising with the utmost patience and 
care. It seems astonishing that he had 
never been to the Holy Land when he 
wrote "Ben-Hur," but worked out the 
minute topography of the country as it 
is presented in the story entirely from 
maps and reading. He once said to 
Mr. Harper that when eventually he 
did visit Palestine he was himself sur 
prised at the absolute accuracy of his 
descriptions, which tallied exactly with 
the facts, and he was fond of telling 
how be found the very stone which he 
had imagined as a resting place for 
Ben-Hur at a certain point of the sto- 
ry 
The book was published on Xov. 


12, 1SSO, and for the first year the sales 
hung fire. It showed no signs of gen 
eral popularity. Then it began to grow 
year by j ear, and it has now sold well 
on to a million copies.

Move of Herkimcr County HUlorlcnl 


Society to 1'rvNcrve It. 


A movement has Own started in Lit- 


tle Falls, K. y., for tho purchase of the 
old Gem-rr.l Nicholas Ilcrkiiuer manor, 
with the object of Its preservation as a 
historical museum, says the Syracuse 
Post-Standard. 
Since the narrow es- 


cape of the old home from destruction 
by lire the llerkimer County Historical 
society and the Daughters of tho Amer- 
ican lU'vohition have been spurred to 
renewed activity in their efforts to the 
end that the historic house- in which 
Goner;!' llerkimer lived and died may 
be saved as :i monument to the mem- 
ory of the famous old Revolutionary 
hero. 


At the present time it is used as the 


dwelling of a market gardener and is 
fast going to decay. Tho house and 
land adjoining are now owned by Mrs. 
Gertrude Garloek of Little Falls, who 
is a direct descendant of the Ilerki- 
rncrs. 


The house is a three story brick and 


of the old colonial architecture, situat- 
ed about two-miles east of Little Falls 
on the berm bank" of the Erie canal 
and about 300 feet from the graveyard, 
upon which was recently erected a 100 
foot granite obelisk. 
Under the old 


barn the powder magazine is still in- 
tact, the underground 
passageway 


from the'house to the magazine having 
fallen in most of the way. 
The old 


portholes through which the patriots 
trained their guns are still visible. 


It is the aim of the movement to re- 


pair the house, keeping as far as pos- 
sible- the /original design and making it 
a rendezvous for students of American 
history who are interested in the his- 
torical points along the Mohawk val- 
ley.

Harvard Will Give BUI Reid .?3,3OO 


a Tear For Football. 


Bill Reid, Harvard's famovs old ath- 


lete, will coach the crimson football 
team next fall, says a Cambrid&e 
Glass.) special dispatch .to the Xew 
York Times. 
He "will receive a salary 


of .$3,500, part of which will be paid 
by the athletic committee and the rest 
by wealthy graduates who are interest- 
ed in Harvard's athletics. 


• The proposition to engage Reid, ac- 
cording to a statement given out by 
Professor Coolidge, chairman of the 
athletic committee, was made at a meet- 
ing of the committee on Feb. 17, and 
the day previous to that the committee 
was unwilling to pay a football coach 
a larger salary than that of a full 
fledged professor. 


Reid will come to Cambridge probably 


within a month. Although his contract 
provides for only one year of service, 
it is so framed that he can extend it 
for three years, thus making his poljcy 
permanent. 


Reid played fullback on the 1808 


_team, -which defeated Yale at New 
Haven, as well as oa the teams of 1§P9 
and 1900. He was captain of the base- 
ball team in 1900 and 1901 and was 
head coach of the university team in 
the fall of 1901. when Harvard last de- 
feated Yale. He is at present a sub- 
master in his father's school, the Bel- 
mont Preparatory school, at Belniont, 
Cal.

For Children. 


Charles M. Alexander, one of the 


Chicago revivalists who is conducting 
a religious crusade in England with 
Dr. Keuben A. Torrey, talking recent- 
ly to a representative of the Washing- 
ton Star of the present big religious 
revival in London, said: 


"Dr. Torrey and myself have come 


to London with one aim and view, and 
that is the definite salvation of souls. 
Every word that Is uttered and every 
song that is sung we wa'nt to count in 
that direction. 
Our methods are as 


simple as we know how to make them 
in order to deal with such a large mass 
of people. 


"If we were only conducting serv- 


ices in a church or chapel, with a thou- 
sand people a night, we should not 
need many things that we need iu such 
a great campaign as that which we are 
about to commence. I do not believe 
that any other committee could have 
run so large an organization as this 
mission in London at less expense. 
The entire fund gathered by the com- 
mittee will be used for the necessary 
expenses—advertising, rental of the 
Royal Albert hall, erection of the hall 
In Briston and the work in Islington. 
It is quite a fallacy to suppose that the 
mission is in any way a money making 
one for Dr. Torrey and myself. 
"We 


are after souls, and not after purses. 


'"If this mission had been organized 


on any smaller scale than it has been 
all London would not be speaking of 
religious subjects as it is today. Is it 
not worth many times £17.000 ($85,- 
000) 
to get tbe greatest city in the 


world to make religion the foremost 
topic of the hour? 


"If, I say again, the mission had 


been organized on any smaller scale, 
the press would not have thought it 
worth while to fill their columns 33 
they have done of late with religious 
news. The millions who read the Lon- 
don papers are bound to be impressed 
by the magnitude of the work, and I 
have not the fdintest doubt that thou- 
sands will be led to Jesus Christ sim- 
ply through reading the reports of our 
meetings. 


"In regard to the character of songs 


we use I would say that they are just 
as simple as I could get, for I find 
that the simple gospel song reaches 
the heart better than more complicated 
music. Some'of the songs that have 
been "criticised most "severely by rnu-' 
sicians hare been''the songs that have 
sent the most people into the kingdom. 


"I have tried to get words that have 


a picture in every line, easy to speak, 
with melody that carries them without 
a hitch. Peopie sing them as they go 
out to their work, and some have the 
words and tunes so thoroughly fixed in 
their memory-tiiat a hymn book is no 
longer necessary. 


'•The other Sunday in Cambridge, for 


example, with a hall packed with uni- 
versity men, I wanted to see how they 
would receive the songs. They caught 
them up as quickly as any audience I 
have ever seen. At the close tbe invi- 
tation to converts to declare them- 
selves was given during tbe singing of 
'Tell Mother I'll Be There.' 
Thirty- 


five men boldly rose and confessed 
Christ 


"People ask me why I do not use 


classical music for the higher class of 
people, and I reply that I will adopt 
classical music when I see that it leads 
people to forsake sin and accept Christ 
This simple heart music which I use 
fuses the audience and puts them on 
the same level—tbe business man, the 
society woman, the laboring man, the 
outcast woman—and they find in it a 
touch that makes them all kin and 
leads them all along a common path 
to their Creator."

ORE than 200 cities in Groat 


Britain own and opcr.ite v:n- 
tenvorUs. Tliciv are loo mu- 
nicipally owned (.'as pi, nits 


and more than that number of public 
electric lighting plants. 
Every l.i^e 


city owns or operates its street rail- 
ways, the total being considerably in 
excess uf the hundred mark. Two huu- 
fired and fifty cities own their markets, 
100 cities irmiut.iin baths and wash- 
houses, and an equal number owu buri- 
jd grounds. 
Forty-three cities own 


piers, docks and quays. There is in- 
vested in nil of these productive enter- 
prises a "sum of money in excess of 
§750,000,000. 
Plans already adopted 


will increase this figure beyond the bil- 
lion mark. These rough statistics gi\ c 
but an inadequate idea of the scope 
and extent of the movement. 
All of 


this has been accomplished in less than 
thirty years and most of it in the last 
decade. 


In addition to having taken measures 


assuring the acquisition of all public 
utilities, London is the greatest landlord 
In the world. It has already eiecled 
tenements, lodgings and cottages which 
shelter 2o,000 parsons, who regularly 
pay rent into tha common treasury. 
This is only the beginning. Plans have 
been adopted, funds raised and work 
is in progress on buildings which will 
provide for 75,000 more of the home 
seeking class of the metropolis. These 
investments represent an expenditure 
in excess of ?25,000,000. 


There are only thirty-eight cities in 


the United States with a population 
larger than that which- will dwell in 
the hous'es owned by the city of Lon- 
don and under the control of its county 
council. Its tenants will number more 
than reside in such populous and pro- 
gressive cities-as Albany, Lowell, Port- 
land, Atlanta, Richmond, Nashville, 
Hartford, "Wilmington, Des Homes and 
Kew Bedford. 


"The great housing act," as it is call- 


ed, -was passed, by 
in 1S90, 


a year after the formation of the Lon- 
don county council. 
Ko such radical 


piece of legislation was ever seriously 
considered by a lawmaking body in the 
United States. It had its origin in the 
fact that the landlord class was deaf 
to public opinion. 
There were more 


than a million people denied the oppor- 
tunity of renting decent places of 
abode. 


In this emergency parliament took 


drastic action. It clothed the London 
county council and similar bodies in 
the larger cities with powers they have 
not hesitated to use. The housing bill 
provides three methods of attack. 
Part 1 places 'upon 'the London coun- 
ty council the duty of preparing and 
carrying into effect [after sanction by 
the secretary of state and parliament) 
schemes for the Improvement of insan- 
itary areas wnicTi are of such a size as 
to be of general importance to the 
whole county. In any such scheme it 
Is essential that new dwellings shall be 
provided on the area dealt with for at 
least half the persons displaced, 


Part 2 enables the borough coun- 


cils to take proceedings before a magis- 
trate for tie closing and demolition of 
single houses which are unfit for hu- 
man habitation. 
It also enables the 


borough councils a-nd the county coun- 
cil, either in conjunction or otherwise, 
to undertake schemes which are too 
small to be of importance to the whole 
county. The borough councils also have 
power to purchase andj destroy build- 
Ings which prevent the^proper ventila- 
tion of adjacent buildings. 


Part 3 is even more sweeping and 


revolutionary in its character. It en- 
ables the county council to purchase by 
agreement or with the consent of the 
secretary of state and parliament, l>y 
compulsion, houses for "the accommo- 
dation of persons of the working class 
or land for the erection of such 
houses." In passing it may be well to 
note that there is ro instance on rec- 
ord where the secretary of staJe and 
parliament have withhold their con-

It has not the slight- 
est difficulty in floating enormous bond 
issues and is authori/.ed to make them 
redeemable at the end of eighfy year 
periods. A recent issue of ¥10.000.000 
of 3 per cent bonds sold for .<?!UX>0,000. 
The taxpayers are not disturbed, since 
there is no charge against the rates. 
The buildings thus far erected show a 
landsome profit. 
A fen of the great 


N-ivate landlords are disposed to fear 
.he threatened competition and to re- 
cnt the righl supervision exercised by 
the housing committee, but despite 
their vsst wealth and high standing 
the}' do not sewn to have an influence 
much disproportionate to then- num- 
jers. 


London is composed of the square 


mile called "the city'' and twenty-eight 
surrounding boroughs. Each of these 
Lias a mayor and a board of councilor.-? 
and aldermen, and all are empowered 
under the housing act to engage in 
such enterprises, subject to the general 
supervision of the London county coun- 
cil. Although it is only three years 
since the boroughs have had this right, 
an enormous amount of work has been 
accomplished. Battersea has erected 
dwellings for 1,000 of its population. 
At an expense of $250.000 Bermoudsey 
has erected four blocks of model dwell- 
ings for OSO persons. Camberwell has 
provided accommodations for 1,242 per- 
sons at an expense of about $500,000. 


The most extensive of the borough 


schemes is that undertaken by Shore- 
ditch, which is pushing work on three 
large estates which its council has pur- 
chased or condemned. For this work 
there has been appropriated more than 
$i,000,00o". Houses an 1 cottages are be- 
ing erected for fully 0,000 persons. The 
borough supplies electric light to its 
tenants. The rate for a two room flat 
is 10 cents a week mid for three rooms 
20 cents a week, with larger apart- 
ments in proportion. The buildings al- 
ready completed hou?e 2.000 persons, 
who pay from $3.30 to S3 a week for 
these flats. The borough derives a prof- 
it both from its rents and its electrical 
service. 


The boroughs combined have expend- 


ed or appropriated nearly $4,000,000 
and are or will accouuuoJate more 
than 13.000 of their inhabitants. The 
map of greater London is honeycombed 
with these municipal dwellings, and 
from all indicatious the work has 
scarcely bagun. 


'But the activity of the boroushs is 


insignificant compared with that of tha 
all powerful aud aggressive London 
county council. By far the largest 
housing scheme ever undertaken by a 
prhate or public corporation is that 
which is iu progress in Tottenham, a 
suburb six miles froiu the heart of 
London. 
There the London county 


council is creating a new town which 
will have a population of 40.000. After 
prolonged negotiations fie council pur- 
chased from private holders a tract of 
22.3 acres at a price of $2/>C>0 au acre. 
Through it runs the river Jloselle. and 
in every respect the location is a de- 
lightful one. In the center there is re- 
served a space for stores aud public 
buildings, including a line libr.iry do- 
nated by Mr. Passtnoro 
E.lwards. 


From this center streets and boule- 
vards wiil radiate in all directions. It 
will be a city of cottages, each with its 
garden ami its share of the spaeiou* 
courts, parks and open sections called 
circuses. 


The estate is divided int-i two tracts. 


The one ne-irer the city consists of 170 
acres and has a frontage cf a liiilo 
more than half a mile. "Work is rapid- 
ly proure^sinc on this section. There 
will be 4.7-Vi isolated cott;i"es for an 
estimated population of S3.1 MX*, .nnd 
2,<tfx> more will be provided for in tene- 
ments over lh<- store?. Tor this hi-~e 
undertaking there has been set .-i.--.3e 
the sum of -?7.<Vto/**'.

When the civil war came the i:ite 


Senator "\ViiIidin 1!. Uate of Teunessi-e 
cast In his fortunes with the secession 
movement and enlist-nt as a private in 
a Tennessee regiment, but when tin- 
regiment went to the front he was its 
colonel, says a Washington dispatch 
to the New York Times, lie put to use 
what he had learned of drill and dis- 
cipline in the Mexican war. and the 
Second Tennessee Confederate infan- 
try became known a.-, a crack regi- 
ment. He led it at Shiloh. where he 
was badly wounded and ghcn-up to 
die. 
His bravery there gave him the 


soubriquet of "Old Shiloh," which he 
ever after wore. It is an interesting 
fact that' ."00 men of Kate's regiment 
at this battle had unexpired furloughs 
in their pockets, having at his appeal 
agreed to stay and fight. 


During a groat part of the next 


year Bate commanded a brigade, al- 
though he was obliged to walk on 
crutches. At Shiloh the surgeons held 
a consultation and decided to ampu- 
tate his leg. Bate suspected that this 
would be proposed, and be told old 
Jim, his negro servant, to put his pis- 
tols under the pillow. When tlie doc- 
tors came in he greeted them cheerily 
and said: 


"Gentlemen, what are you going to 


do? You have held your consultation 
and I want to know what you purpose 
now to do.'' 


One of the surgeons said that to save 


his life they must take off his leg. 
The doctor's last word was hardly out 
of his mouth before Colonel Bate pull- 
ed a pistol from under his head aud 
said, "You are all my friends, but tlie 
first man who puts a knife to this leg 
to cut it off will die." 


Senator Bate told a friend only tbe 


other day of this experience and wound 
up his story with the remark, "This is

naught by the corporations, and it be- 
came his ambition to make them ob- 
serve the statutes. In 1S93 he was 
elected attorney general of Ohio and at 
once began the prosecution of corpora- 
tions which were alleged to be violat- 
ing the laws. Ho secured the enact- 
ment of the antitrust law of Ohio. His 
conduct of his office brought him into 
conflict with the Standard Oil compa- 
ny, and his battle with that corporation 
made him famous. It is said that he 
rejected an offer of .$400,000, made on 
condition that Jie would modify the 
policy of the attorney general's office 
in respect to corporations. He was re- 
elected attorney genera! in 1897 and 
accomplished much during his two 
terms, but his campaign against law 
breaking corporations did not produce 
the results expected on account of the
